Now Iam uP» Sir, I muft obferve, 
that the Complaints in this Countr 
have ufually been againft the too long 
Continuance of a Parliament, but I 
never heard of any Complaint againtt 
the King’s diffolving a Parliament too 
foon, except when it was diffolved to 
preventits redrefling fome Grievance 
or enquiring into Ana Mifconduct $ 
and as there is not the leaft Pretence 
for fuppofing that his Majefty had a- 
ny fuch Defign in diffolving the laft 
Parliament, Icannot comprehend how 
any Complaint can be juftly made a- 
gaintt it. 

Thea as to the Alterat’ons,that were 
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made in the Articles of War, and th

will bea Precedent for granting a large 
Sum.in the fame Manner: and if we

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Courfe be eftablifhed, or at the End of 
a Seffion, after both thefe Committees 
have been clofed, and consequently be- 
fore thofe, who are not Minifters, or 
Dependers upon Minifters, are come 
to Town, or after they have returned 
to their Country Habitations. 

Let us confider, Sir, upon what the 
Weight and Authority of this Houfe 
chiefly depends: It is upon our Power 
of granting Money. Should we once 
give up that Power, or allow it to be 
filched from us by Surprize, we fhould 
no longer have any Weight or Autho- 
rity: Nay, we fhould have a Being 
as a Houfe of Parliament, no Jonger 
than we continued to be the fubmifhve 
and obedient Slaves of the Adminit{tra- 
tion. Have we not therefore the 
ftrongeft Reafon to be at all Times 
jzalous of this Power, and to guard 
with the utmoft Caution againft every 
Step that may lead towards our being 
deprived of it? Gentlemen may talk 
of Candour and Chriftian Charity as 
much as they pleafe; but I fhall al- 
ways think it the Duty of every Mem- 

‘ber of this Houfe, who is not con- 
cerned in, and confequently no way 
acquainted with the Secrets of an Ad- 
miniftration, to be fufpicious of- their 
Defigns; and when Extenfions of 
‘Power are aimed at, or when Things 
are attempted bya new and extraordi- 
nary Method, which might as well 
have been done in the ufual Courfe, 
there will always be good Ground for 
being fufpicious. Can any one fay, 
that a very great Extenfion of the 
Power of Courts Martial in Time of 
Peace, has not of late Years been efta- 
blifhed, and a much greater aimed at? 
Are they not now made Judges of 
Crimes and Offences, of which they 
had formerly no Cognizance? May 
they not now inflict feverer Punith- 
ments upon fome Crimes than they 
could formerly have infli@ed? Andis 
neither of theie any Extenfion of their 
Power? Such Powers may be necef- 
fary in Time of War, or in foreign 
Garrifons; and at fuch Times, or in 


fuch Places, his Majefty may: eftablith 
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them by virtue of his Prerogative 
but in Time of Peace, and within 
Ifland, I am fure, no fuch exten{ 
Powers can ever be neceffary for ay

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Is this, Sir, no way fufpicious? I 
hope I am as good a Chriftian as moft 
of my Neighbours: I hope I have as 
much Charity as any Member of this 
Houfe ought to have for the Defigns 
of Minifters: But when we are de- 
fired to do any thing in an extraordi- 
nary Manner, which might have been 
as well done in the ordinary ufual 
Courfe of Proceeding, I cannot avoid 
having fome Sufpicions.

ned Men we have in the Country would 
not thereby be increafed, even fuppo- 
fing itan Advantage to have many {uch ; 
but this, I have faid, I doubt of, and 
hope Gentlemen will underftand me 
right. To have the Nobility, the 
Gentry, and the Principal Tradefmen, 
Shopkeepers and Farmers, bred to mi- 
litary Difcipline, and’ endued with a 
Martial Spirit, is certainly an Advan- 
tage to any Country, and would be an 
Advantage to this, becaufe upon that 
depends, in a great Meafure, the in- 
ternal Strength and Defence of a 
Country, and it is the beft Defence 
that any Country can be pofleffed of : 
But with regard to what is called the 
Mob, it cannot, Iam apt to think, 
be an Advantage to any Country, to 
havea great Number of them bred to 
Military Difcipline ; for it may -pro- 
bably fome Day or other make tlie 
Mob their Matters, and to be in per- 
petual Danger, of this, cannot be an 
Advantage to any Country. 

From hence, I think, Sir, I may 
fairly conclude, that the Good ex- 
an from this Bill is very precarious; 

ut'as to\the Dangers and Inconveni- 
ces that may enfue from it, they are 
numberlefs, and many of them certain, 
The Expence of Recruiting I have al- 
ready mentioned; and it is certain, 
that this Expence would be very mach 
mecreafed: but what is much worfe, it 
would deftroy all Difcipline in the 
Army; for, after a Soldier had ferv’d 
his Time, his: Officer would be afraid 
Of correcting him -for any little Of- 
fence 
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fence or Negleét of Duty, left he fhould 
be thereby provoked to demand his 
Difcharge, and fo put him to the Ex- 
pence or Trouble of recruiting: Nay, 
every fuch Soldier would grow fo faucy 
and impertinent, that there would be 
no bearing him, and their Example 
would of courfe corrupt all the reft : 
fo that it might be productive of Mu- 
tinies, as well as a Depravation of 
Dilcipline, inthe Army, When I men- 
tion Mutinies, Sir, I cannot but ob- 
ferve, that in one Cafe this Bill would 

almoft certainly produce a Mutiny as 
often as the Cafe occurred. The Cafe 
I mein is, that of a Regiment’s being 
order’d to Gibraltar, Port Mahon, or 
the Plantations. In every fuch Cafe 
we mult fuppofe, that there would be 
a Number of Soldiers in the Regiment, 

Within a Year or two of their Time of 
Service being expired: Can we fup- 

pole, fuch Men would willingly go 

with the Regiment ? Can we avoid ap- 

prehending, that they would raife a 
Mutiny? And as Soldiers do not like 
to embrue their Hands in the Blood of 
their Companions, efpecially when 
they think the Mutineers have Reafon 
on their Side, thefe little Mutinies 
might at laft produce a general Mutiny 

in the Army. 

Another Inconvenience would be, 
Sir, if this Bill had any Effea, that it 
would {trip our Army of all its Vete- 
tan Soldiers: By a Veteran I mean 2 
Soldier that has been in Aétion, and 
that Army, or that Corps, is always the 
belt, which has the greateft Number 
of fuch Soldiers in it ; for a Soldier,who 
has once been in Action, will always go 
on with lefs Concern, and be more 
Matter of himfelf and every Part of 
his Duty, than a Man who has never 
been in any fuch Service. A Regi- 
uient of frefh Men may have as much 
Courage, may be as much Mafters of 
their Exercife, and may, at a Review, 
go as xatllys and as nimbly thro’ e- 
very Part of it, asa Regiment of Ve- 


teran Soldiers ;_ but it has alway been 
obferved, that in the Day of Battle, 
the former is more apt to fall into 
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Confufion, and not fo eafily or 
quickly rallicd'as the latter; for whic 
Reafon all our Veterans ought to 5 
kept in the Army as long as they ar 
fit for Service. In France, indeeg 
where, in Time of Peace, they keg 
an Army of 150 or 160,000 Men 
they may {pare a few Veterans, efpe 
cially as their Government can for 
them into the Service again, as .{oo, 
as anew War commences ; but in thi 
Country, where, in Time of - Peace 
we keep on foot fuch a {mall Numbe 
of regular Troops, and where the Go 
vernment cannot force any Man int

As to any Arguments that may be 
drawn from the Hardfhip of litting 


Men for Life in the Army, one gene-. 


ral Anfwer will ferve for all ; which is 
the old Maxim, always hitherto decm- 
ed to be a right one, that the Convec- 
niency and Intereft of particular Men 
ought always to give way to the Con- 
veniency and Intereft of the Commu- 
nity in general. When I fay this, 
I am far from admitting, that it is a 
real Hardfhip upon any Man to be 
litted for Life in the Army. It is his 
Trade, and the Trade he chufes : 
When he liits, he knows the Conditi- 
on upon which he lifts: He knows 
the Condition to be, that he muft ne- 
ver leave the Service without a Difl- 
charge from his Commanding Officer ; 
and if he daes his Duty, his Command- 
ing Officer can never ufe him ill: for 
by the Laws of War,.an Officer is as 
liable to be tried and punifhed for u- 
fing a Soldier ill, as a Soldier is for 
difobeying his Commanding Officer ; 
and as the Captains of Companies, as 
well as Colonels of Regiments, are 
often changed, if a Soldier happens 
at one Time to be under a harfh and 
fevere Officer, he has a Chance, at the 
next Remove, to meet with an Offi- 
cer as mild and humane. Therefore 
the Military can never juftly be called 
a flavifh Service; and confequently 
it can be no Hardfhip to fubject a Man 
to it for Life, after he has voluntarily, 
wittingly, and deliberately chofen to 
enter intoit. I fay wittingly and de- 
liberately, becaufe the Law has provi- 
ded, that no Man fhall ignorantly or 
rafhly engage -himfelf in that Service, 
by ordering the Articles of War a- 
gainit Mutiny and .Defertion to be 
read over to him when he is lifted, 
and by giving him four Days after he 
Aas lifted to confider of what he has 
done, and to undo it, if he repents. 
Befides all I have faid, Sir, I have 
a particular Reafon for being againft 
this Bill, and indeed, any Bill for the 
fame Purpofe: My Reafon is, be- 
caufe I am for having always in our 


Army as mang Scots Soldiers as pof- 
2G fible 
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fible; not that I think them more 
brave than thofe of any other Country 
we can recruit from, but becaufe they 
are generally more hardy, and lefs mu- 
tinous: And of all Scots Soldiers, I 
fhould chufe to have and keep in our 
Army as many Hig blanders as poflible, 
becaufe I fhould always chufe to have 
an Army recruited from a Country 
where they have neither Ploughing 
nor Manufadture, rather than from a 
Country where they have both; and 
becaufe, every Soldier we take from 
fome Parts of the Highlands of Scot- 
lund, may be looked on as a Soldier 
taken from the Pretender. But thefe, 
in particular, we fhould be careful to 
keep in our Army, as long as they are 
fit for Service; and therefore, if I 
had no other Reafon, this alone would 
make me again{t pafling fuch a Bill as 
this into a Law.

As 
they gtew more numerous, the World 
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grew the wifer, and confequently the 
happier, for many Ages; at length 
Printing made that Inftruction univer- 
fal, which had before been appropria- 
ted to the higher Clafs of Mankind ; 
How great a Blefling! But, alas! how 
much abufed at prefent! When Things 
have grown to their Height they begin 
to decline; the great Advantages ac- 
cruing to the World from the Multipli- 
city of Books is over ; and that Multi- 
plicity and Cheapnefs of them, at firft 
fo beneficial to the World, is nowa 
Curfe. What are the Books now pu- 
blifhed daily, but a Scandal tothe Name 
of Literature, and to the Name of 
Chriftians ? One Day brings us the Ad- 
vertifement of a Direction to find the 
Way to Hell, written, as is boldly faid, 
by Belzebub; but this is a Miftake, 
they only mean in/pir'd by him: The 
next Newsepaper, tells us of a Letter, 
juft publifhed, from the Devil, to his 

Friends the Inhabitants of London 
and Wefiminfier, on their Behaviour at 
the Time of the Earthquakes. But 
thefe are the Works of Zealots in their 
Prince's Caufe, fo furious, that they de- 
feat the End they would promote; they 
are like the Reprefentations of Lewd- 
nefs, fo grofs, that they fhock thofe 
they were intended to invite. The 
more dangerous Writers of this kind, 
are thofe who attack us on our weakeft 


_Side, our Paffions; who write to enter- 


tain us, and that with a fair Face of 
Innocence ; and while they entertain, 
debauch and ruin us. 

Are Books like The Hiffory of Thomas 
Jones, calculated for the End all Wri- 
tings ought to be, Inftruction? No 
indeed ; fo far from it, that the French 
Clergy perhaps hardly did better, in, 
condemning the gtheiftical Syftem of 
Mr Buffon, who wrote a pompous 
Work, juft publithed, in favour of Ma- 
terialifm ; than in preventing the Tran 
flation of that other immoral Work in- 
to their Language. The greater ‘l'a- 
lents the Authors of this kind have, the 
greater is the Mifchief, One would 
with to fee foolifh Books of this kind 

publith- 
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publifhed often, to fcandalize the Prac- 
tice; but when a Manof Wit employs 
his Pen to this Purpofe, how affiduous 
ought every good Chriftian to be, to 
fupprefs the Propagation of the Mifchief. 

If the Author of this Jones is highly 
blameable fot his immoral Stories, how 
much more fo is the Author of this laft 
publifhed Romance of Loweil//, who has 
raifed the Scene from Cottages and 
Beggary, to Courts and Palaces; and 
diétated the fame fort of Leffons to Peo- 
ple of the higheft Life: who has fcarce 
introduced any Perfon under the De- 
gree of a Title, and who has pointed 
out the unwarrantable Pleafures of Pu- 
blick Meetings, Mafquerades, &%c. in 
fuch a Light, that few will fail to fee 
whether it bea true one. 

I know it is urged, in favour of this 
Author, that he has always mentioned 
Virtue as amiable, and Vice as detefta- 
ble ; and that he has made good Con-. 
fequerices always attend the one, and ill 
ones the other; but I deny the Truth 
of it. Do we not there fee Inftances of 
Ganiefters who have amaffed Fortunes 
by Cheating, andof Women who have 
rifen to Pomp and Splendor, from the 
meaneft State in the World, by Profti- 
tution? Are tHefe Leffons of Morality ? 
Were they Fables or Falfities, it would 
be more pardoniable: but while the 
Charaéters are drawn from Nature ; 
while we cannot but know who the Per- 
fons are that are meant by them; and 
while ive fee thofe Perfons daily rolling 
along the Streets in their Chariots, what 
1s all that is {aid of them, but an Incen- 
tive to others to follow their Example, 
and take the fame Road to Greatnefs ? 

Bad and deftruét:ve as thefe Leffons 
are to Youth of both Sexes, this is not 
all we have to dread from the Continu- 
ance of this Spirit of writing: The 
Author of this Romance has not con: 
tented himfelf, like others of -the fame 
Scamp, with rejating feion’dAdventures; 
he has given the Hiftory of real ones, 
hany of them at leait are evidently fuch, 
and it is highly probable all are; nay, 
thofe who are more intimate among the 
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Gay and Great, than my Time of Life 
permits me to be, affirm, that they really 
are fo. In thefe, tho’ Vice is often at. 
tended with ill Confequences in the End, 
it is generally painted as pleafant and 
agreeable. ‘The Characters of the Per. 
fons concerned, are drawn with a 
Strength of Likenefs that leaves it impof. 
fible to fix them upon any but thofe 
they belong to ; and with Circamftances 
that indeed, I think, none but fome 
One of their intimate Acquaintance 
could divulge, and none but one who 
was their equal, dare. It is true perhaps, 
that at prefent there are no Perfons 
fcandalized but fuch whofe Lives have 
deferved it ; but though this is the Cafe B 
in the prefent Work, who is fure what 
will hereafter be the Employment of 
this fevere Genius? Whofe Character 
in fhort is fafe while the World does not 
know who this Perfon is, and any one 
therefore may inadvertently offend him; 
and as Revenge is generally a favourite 
Paffion with thefe fort of People, may 
be facrificed to the Contempt of the 
World; ndt'becaufe he deferves it, but

glutinous, by all Means delay the Ino- 
culation till a better Habit is acquired, 
I have known a Man die of a Pleurify, 
who five Days before appeared to be 
in perfect Health. If any one fhould 
be inoculated when adangerous Difeafe 
was juft ready to difcover itfelf, no 
Wonder if the Event prove fatal. For 
performing the Operation, let the Mat~- 
ter be from a healthy Perfon, who has 
the beft kind; the Pledgets, when 
moiftened with the Matter, need not 
be bigger than a large Pin’s Head; let 
them be clofe ftopped in a Vial, and 
left at an appointed Place, for the O- 
perator to receive them without coming 
near the infeéted Perfon; then let the 
Plaifters and Bandage be laid ready, 
and the Patient placed oppofite a brifk 
Fire, as far from it as may be; and 
when a {mall Orifice is made in each 
Arm, and the Patient’s Face cover’d 
with a wet folded Napkin, let the O~ 
perator take his Pledgets from the Vial, 
{9 near the Fire, that the infected Air 
which flies from the Vial may afcend 
the Chimney; let a Pledget be applied 
to each Orifice, and fecured with the 
Phaifters and Bandages as nimbly as 

poflible. If a Bit of infected Thread; 

when dry’d, will as effectually commu- 

nicate the Difeafe, as a moilt Pledget,. 
it is much preferable, as not fo likely 

to give a double Infection, Lthinkan, 
Orifice in each Arm of Ufe, to dif- 

charge the virulent Matter. One of 


thofe I inoculated, a Man of a f{trong, 
Con- 
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Conftitution, and no very regular Lr 
* ver, after a high Fever, had only three 
Puftules, but at each Orifice fuch a vaft 
Difcharge of filthy Matter, of fo offen- 
fivea Smell, I could f{carce bear to 
‘come near him; which made me think 
the Venom of the Difeafe was moftly 
difcharged by the Orifices, fince others, 
who had many Puftules, had a much 
Jefs Difcharge at their Arms. I am 
not capable of judging whether the 
Quantity of Matter injected by Inocu- 
Jation may increafe the Danger or not ; 
bit agree with the Author of the Re- 
marks, that the greater the Quantity of 
Poifon given by the Bite of a Viper, 
the greater is the Danger. I knewa 
Woman, bit by a Viper, in the motft 
flzthy Part of her Thigh, die in little 
more than an Hour; anda Boy bit on 
the Breaft, in as little Time. The 
)iforder arifing from the Bite of a Vi- 
per, I think, wholly proceeds from a 
real Poifon, which has the fame Effeét, 
on other Animals, as ofi Mankind. If 
a Man bit by d Viper; and cured, 
fhould be bit again a fecond or third 
Time, the Effet would be ftill the 
fame ; but the infe@ting Matter injected 
by Inoculation ‘feéms to produce its 
Effect, only by fermenting the latent 
tnorbifick Matter which is peculiar to 
the Human Species, and ‘when once 
difcharged by the Difeafe, can never 
be produced again by Inoculation, or 
any other Infection. I agree that In- 
fancy or Childhood is the beft Age for 
Inoculation, but think it may be done 
at any Age, with little Danger, if pro- 
per Care is taken. Tours, &c.

Extrad of-a@ Letier from Halifax in 
Nova Scotia, dated March 20,1750. 


F are all happily arrived in 

this Country, after a Voy- 
age of two Months and three Days. 
At our firft landing, we were obliced 
to live in Tents, like Soldiers in the 
Field, having no other Habitations ; 
but were foon after ordered by our 
Governor to cut down a great Num- 
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ber of Trees, all the Country bein 
a Wood, quite wild and overprowy 
to clear a large Piece of Ground 
which we actually did, and finithe 
this Work, as we were ordered, ig 
the Space of fix Weeks; after whict 
the Country was divided among the 
new Inhabitants by Lots, 60 Foot j 
Length, and 40 in Breadth, being 
given to each Settler to build thei 
Houfes. There was no fuch Thing 
as a Carpenter or Bricklayer, evety 
one being obliged to be his own 
Archite@, and perform the Work witk 
his own Hands; ‘not! fo much as 4 
Workman was tobe. had, all having 
enough to do for themfelves. The 
Government aflifted us with Boards 
and Nails, which were brought from 
Bofton in New Eapland; and every 
Day we fee Sloops arrive from thence 
with Boards and Shingles. Many of 
the Exgli/h built very poor Houles, 
and many of them none at all, being 
incapable of fach Bufinefs ; and, there- 
fore, were obliged to fhelter them- 
felves all the Winter in their Tents. 
The Country is all a Wildernefs, 
as you may eafily imagine; having 
never, from the Beginning of the 
World, been inhabited by any ratio- 
nal Creature; for the Natives are as 
wild as Beafts; every Thing grow- 
ing and rotting of itfelf, without the 
Jeaft Cultivation. . The Earth is good 
Clay, and Stony Ground; and for 
what appears by that Part which 's 
cleared and the Town built upon, there 
is good Hopes, that any Seed or Plants 
will do exceeding well, the Soil above 
being a good black Earth. 
Every Thing neceflary, as Victuals 
and Cloathing, is to be had here, for 
Ships are daily arriving ; Meat is to be 
bought for a tolerable Price ; Beef, 
Mutton, and Pork from Four Pence, 
to Three Half Pence per Pound 5 
Coffee and Chocolate for Six Pence @ 
Pound; Bohea Tea Seven Shillings 4 
Pound. Green Tea is indeed fearce 
and at a very high Price; and like:

Having thrown her down upon a 
Dunghill, he direéted his Slaves to 
keep, by Force, her Mouth open, whilft 
he poured, by Degrees, down her 
Throat a large Pail-ful of cold Water, 
In a fhort Time after, fhe began to 
feed, and in about 24 Hours after 
drank Water as ufual, fully recover'd, 
and remain’d fo. 

As this is a Matter of Fact, fuffici- 
ently attefted by that Gentleman, and 
his Family, I make no Apology for 
inferting it: Indeed I fhould -have 
been inexcufable, if I had omitted 
fo extraordinary and furprifing a Cir- 
cumf{tance; for who knows but indul- 
gent Providence may at laft point out 


_fome Remedy againtt fo dreadful a Ca- 


lamity; and that the fame Method 
may be of Service towards the Cure of 
the human Species. 

It appears to me, at leaft, probable ; 
for even Nature, in Inftances not in- 
tirely difimilar, points out fomething 
like this: Thus, when the Stomach is 
overloaded, it generally makes many 
Efforts to relieve itfelf by Vomits, 
which, when affifted by Art, prove 
often an effectual Remedy : And as we 
find, that the miferable Patient, when 
afflicted with this Diforder, hath an 
ardent Defire of Water, tho’ the Na- 
ture of the Diftemper is fuch, that it 
will not permit him to drink; there- 
fore, if in this Cafe, a confiderable

therwife: That nie Poifons, of an 
hot Nature, act lefs vigoroufly in 
cold, than when afflifted with heat, is 
evident, from the more dangerous 
Confequence of the Bite of Scorpions 
and Vipers in Jtaly, and elfewhere, 
in an hot Summer Seafon, than in mo- 
derate cold Weather. 

As the £ngli/h Phyficians are no lefs 
remarkable Be their Humanity, than 
Skill and Judgment, it is to be wifhed 
that thefe ingenious Gentlemen would 
(in Pity, even to the dumb Creation, 
as well as to their fellow Creatures) 
try this Experiment firft on Beafts ; 
which, if faccefsful, ie might likewife 
he of Service to the’ human Species, 
under fuch deplorable Circumftances.

AS in Man,, the moft perfe& Part

of fome evidently {operjor to that of 
others; fo likewife in this feemingly 
confuled Species of animal Life, and 
vege'able Appearance, the Chain gra- 
dually defcends with a furprizing Mix- 
ture and Connexion, — Phectige 
Whoever hath Leifure and Abilities 
to purfue a general Enquiry of this 
Nature, will foon find, that this pro- 
grefive Series runs thro’ the whole 
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Creation From the molt exalte 
Genius to the almoft fenfelefs Idiots 
From the moft fagacious fenfible Crea 
ture to the almolt infenfible Myffe]— 
From the towering Cedar tothe Hyffog 
{pringing from the Wall, or the hum 
ble Mofs. 

Such is that univerfal Harmony and 
Conneétion, that runs thro’ the num 
berlefs Ranks and Orders of Beings 
till we come at laft toinanimate Matter. 

This furprizing Creature, that Jam 
to treat of, hath, for a long Time 
been the Object of my own filent Ad- 
miration : And it would evennow be 
chimerical to mention, much more de- 
{cribe, the Qualities of fo ftrange a 
Phenomenon, if the Polypus, of late 
Years, had not afforded a furprizing

Their quick fpontaneous Motion from 
one Side to the other of this circular 
yellow Border of feeming Leaves 
(which in reality were fo many Arms 
or Feelers) and their clofing together 
in Imitation of Forceps, as if they had 
hemmed in their Prey (which the yel- 
low Border likewife foon furrounded 
and clofed to fecure) fully convinced 
me that it was a living Creature. 

Its Body at a Diftance appears to be 
about as big as a Raven’s Quill, and 
of a blackifh Colour; the one End 
{ticking to the Rock, the other extend~ 
ing a very finall Diftance from it; and 
incircled round with a yellow Border, 
as above defcribed. 

Thus what in its firft Appearance 
feems to be of the vegetative Kind, by’ 
its Motion, and quick Senfe of Self 
prefervation, proves an Animal. 

Now, fince the fame Wifdom and 
Goodnefs, which give Being to Crea- 
tures, often preferve them in that Ex- 
iftence by Ways and Means as won- 
derful as their Creation was before ; 
this leads me to offer a probable Con- 
jecture, why God’s amazing Provi- 

dence (which doth nothing in vain) 
endued the Arms or Feelers of this 
Animal with a fine yellow Colour, and 
hath ordained it to differ in this par- 
ticular from the feveral Tribes of fun- 
gous Animals, that are always found 
cleaving to the Rocks in the Sea. 

As thefe latter may be fed with 











the Flux or Reflux of the Waves may 
throw in their Way, there was no 
Need of any uncommon Means to cn-. 
tice their Prey (if Animals) within 
their Reach; whereas the Water in 
the Cave is, for the moft Part, void, 
of any Motion that can convey —

for thefe Animals. Therefore there 
was a Neceflity of fome extraordina- 
ry Temptation to allure their Prey 
within their Power, to feize it ; other- 
wife they might ftarve in the midft of 
Plenty. 

To. this End, that divine Good- 
nefs, which filleth every living Thing 
with Plenteoufnefs, hath finely devifed 
this providential Stratagem (if I may 
ufe the Expreflion) and given thefe 
Animals that fine tranfparent Colour, 
to be a Means to provide for them 
their daily Food: For as bright Rays 
of Light (or fomething fimilar in its 
Effet) are very inviting to feveral A- 
nimals, efpecially thofe of the aqua- 
tick kind, the beautiful Colour of this 
circular Border may ferve as a Decoy 
for very young Fifh, or other Ani- 
malcules, to divert themfelves (as Flies 
about the Flame of a Candle) in fwim-. 
ming about the Verge of this fecming- 
ly harmlefs Flower, until they come 
within the Circle: Then thefe bright 
Leaves in Appearance prove, in reali- 
ty, fo many Arms or Feelers, that 
with a quick Motion clofe together, 
and furround the Prey; which, being 
thus fecured, is conveyed to . the 
Mouth, as above mentioned. 

There are likewife inthe uppermoft 
Part of the Rock, in the above Bafon, 
innumerable Clufters of (what are here 
called) Water Bottles, very much re- 
fembling {fcatter’d Clufters of unripe 
Grapes; the Outfide confifting of a bluith 
skinny Tegument, like that of a Grape ; 
the Infide fal of Water fomewhat turbid. 

Among thefe alfo are a great Num- 
ber of Animal Flowers, of the fame Spe- 
cies with the yellow large ones. Thefe 
now to be defcribed are likewife fix'd to 
the Rock, not in Holes, as the above, 
but fticking to the Surface among thefe 
Water Bottles, and generally not above 
nine Inches under Water. 

The Leaves, or rather Feelers, of 
thefe, are of a greyifh Purple Colour, 
variegated with black Spots. Their 


Motion likewife to avoid the Touch is 
not fo quick. 
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Having plucked one of thefe f 
Rock, I perceived the Body, ey 
about an Inch long, to have, whilft be

remained as lifelefs: But-as {oon as the 


whole was dipped in their proper Ble 
ment: the Water, they would immed;

and appear again in their full Vigour, 

Soon after the Difcovery of thefe fur: 
prizing Animals, a great Number ¢ 
People came to view them: But as this 
was attended with fome {mall Inconve. 
nience to a Perfon, through whofe Land 
they are obliged to pats, he therefore, 
to get rid of the Company, refolved to 
deftroy the Object of their Curiofity. In 
order to do fo effe€tually, he took a Piece 
of Iron ‘prepared for that Purpofe, and 
then carefully bored and drilled every 
Part of the Holes where thefe feeming 
Flowers were bred; but, to his great 
Surprize, they in a few Weeks appear’d 
again iffuing from the fame Holes. 

Let us ftop, and fee whether our much 
boafted Reafon can find out how even 
a latent Principle of Life can be preferv’d, 
after the whole organick Body is torn in 
Pieces. 

When we fee this Animal, in a fhort 
Time after, refucitate, and appear in its 
former Proportion, Beauty, and Life, 
can we, after fuch an occular Demon- 
ftration of fo aftonifhing a Change in 2 
Creature deftined for this Life only, and 
removed (in all Appearance) but a few

be trufted to Explanations of Heathen 
Atheifts, or Apoftate Fews; and fi- 
nally, that it is writ with inimitable 
Accuracy, contains as much real Know- 
ledge as we are capable to receive, and 


gives the neceflary Ideas of every” 


thing divine. 


To illuftrate this it has been fhewn, | 


That the Subftance of the Names, 
thofe mechanical Reprefentations of 
the Elohim, was not empty Space, nor 
of infinite Extent, but a created Mafs 
of unadhering Atoms all in Contadt, 
and circum{cribed, and ab/falutely full ; 
that it was inactive, had no effential 
Powers or Properties, nor was endow’d 
with any productive Virtue, or Intel- 
ligence; that the E/c+im faperinduced 
Motion, formed it into a perpetual 
Machine, and gave it that Expanfive 

Force whereby the Farth and other

that the Earth was formed, not from 

a fortuitous Concourfe of Atoms gra- 

vitating through a boundiefs Vacuum 


_towards an imaginary Centre, but, be- 


ing a hollow Sphere filled with the Ce- 
leftial Matter, that put in Action 
brought a Compreffion upon the So- 
lids, firft moulded it into a hard Shell 
or Cruft, which having bro®e, it rufh’d 
through the Apertures, fhifted Places 
with the Waters on the Surface, and 
fo the dry Land appeared, in the fame. 
Manner as after the Deluge; that the 
Elohim raade the Admah, or Vegetable 
Matter, prolific, by forting the Atoms 
it confifts of into their feveral Species, 
fo. difpofed, organized, and planted, 
as to take Impreflions from the Mate- 
rial Agents, and thereby to be nou- 
2 I rifh’a, 
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lifh’d, augmented, and render’d fruit- 
ful; that one Portion of the Airs was 
form’d into an Orb of Fire, a Focus 
in the Mid{t of the Mechanifm,to tranf- 
mit Light, and admit the Spirit, to pro- 
duce that Rotation of the Planetary 
Orbs whereby they receive and reflect 
Light, compofe a fort of branched 
Candleftick, and fo occafion the annual 
Viciffitudes, bring about the Seafons, 
and give us our Nights and our Days. 
That the Elohim made out of the 
Admah Animals, Beafts, Birds, and 
Fifhes, (even Whales, as the moft fur- 
prizingly large) differing in Shape, 
Size, Order, with diftiné Organs, Ap- 
petites and Inftinéts, fo as to exhibite 
by their Actions the Orders, Policies, 
Virtues or Vices of Mankind in Soci- 
ety, which I think will include the 
whole of Natural Religion, indepen- 
dant of Revelation. Adam, the Root 
of Human Nature, was framed for 
nobler Purpofes, to be tried, proved, 
and qualified for a State of immediate 
Communion with his Creators, Feho- 
vah Elohim; for this he was favour- 
ed and inftruéted in a moft extraordi- 
nary Manner, by Means of the Em- 
blems in Paradife; but fo far was he 
from being endowed with an intuitive 
Knowledge of God, that, even after 
he had been exquifitely taught, Senfe 
got the Victory over Faith, he liftened 
to his fenfual Companion, took the 
Names for his Deity, forfeited the 
Divine Protection, and expofed him- 
felf to the Punifhment due to his 
Crime ;_ which had been undoubtedly 
inflited with the ftricteft Severity of 
Juftice, had not the Elohim previoufly 
engaged themfelves by Oath, conditi- 
onally if h@fell, to difplay the Supre- 
macy of their Love in his Recovery. 
If God, inftead of framing the Uni- 
verfe into fo curious a Piece of perpe- 
tual Motion, had deigned to tranfa& 
all by his own immediate Prefence, 
there had been no Ufe for giving the 
Shemim fuch regular Laws, nor would 
Man have an Opportunity to give free 
Proof of his Fidelity to the Mott High; 
and befides, a quite other Difpofition 
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of Things muft have appeared than 
we are at prefent acquainted with 
Mechanifm, or the Action of Matter 
upon Matter by Contaé&, thews it 
cannot act otherwife ; inverting its 
Order, or arrefting its Agency, de. 
monftrates Power aca that of the 
Elohim: Nor could we have ftronger 
or more fenfible Evidence that the 
Names are only Servants to Fehovgh 
than by being fhewn how they move 
and operate mechanically. It is by no 
means for the Honour of the Elohim 
to work by occult Qualities ; they 
glory in the obvious Perfpicuity and 
Perfection of their Handy-work, and 
molt juftly expect from Man the Tri- 
bute arifing from full Conviétion, 
Praife, Admiration, and Humility. 
Pfal, xix. 1. The Names declare the 
Glory of the Elohim : The Royal Pro- 
phet does not fay, that Projection, 
Gravity, Attraction do fo, or that in- 
ert Matter can act or emit Power, at 
a Diftance, where it is not. The E- 
lohim alone have this innate Attribute: 
They, while feparated from and exalt 
ed above all created Things, can fend 
their Commands thro’ the moft diftant 
Parts of Nature with a Celerity quick- 
er than Thought; but as the Names 

ive us an Idea of their Being and 

tanner of Exiftence, the Scriptures 
make thefe too reprefent their Place of 
Refidence, with the Words of Diltinc- 
tion Acly, feparated, &c. Pf. Xi. 4 
Fehovah in his holy Temple —in the 
Names his Throne, ibid xlvi. 4. The 
holy Place the Tabernacles of the Mof 
High. Man could take Ideas of the 
Divinity no otherways; and yet are 
not thefe Defcriptions bold Oriental 
Rhetorical Figures, i. ¢. Lies, as idle 
Commentators fuggeft, for all Perfec- 
tions are centred in Jehovah; every 
Creature is his, and in him as their ¢2- 
pacious Original. 

To underftand and contemplate the 
Works of God, and to make folemn 
Acknowledgments of his Wifdom and 
Power, was the Sahdath fet apart; 10! 
was this forgot by the Jews and Hea

€ ancient Heathens could not 
Plange all at once into Atheifm; for 
ley knew at firft that the ames were

mated Image of the Divine Powers: 


They began by imagining, that 7+”? 
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vah had left this Sy{tem to their Ma- 
nagement, and that they, as his illu- 
{trious Vice-gerents, and interveening 
Minifters between him and the Human 
Race, deferv’d a fuperior Regard; then 
they reafoned themfelves into a {trong 
Perfuafion, (after they had ungrate- 
fully forgotten and given up the Su- 
preme Objects of Faith) that Sen/e was 
their Guide, and the Heavens their £/o- 
him; and, laftly, they grew fo perfeétly 
{tupid, that they loft all Knowledge not 
only of the inexpreflibly glorious 
Three, but even of theTrinity of Me- 
chanical Agents which their Fathers 
were fo fond of: In this bewilder’d 
Condition did the Son of God find 
them, when they were in fuch a Strait 
for Deities, that they gave the Com- 
pliment of 4potheofis to one another,to 
Kings, to fanguinary Tyrants, to any 
who had Pride, Ambition, and Impu- 
dence enough to lay Claimto their A- 
doration. | 

The Scriptures are clear, that there 


are two Sorts of Power: That of the 


Effence-exifting, infinite and eternal, 
who works without Means vifible to 
us, and can controul all finite Powers, 
becaufe they act only by his Permiflion, 
and according to the Laws he impofed 
upon them at their Formation. The 
other delegated, fenfible, mechanical, 
and bounded within its own proper 
Sphere; in relation to our Bodies, im- 


‘menfe; the Fountain of Animal Life 


and Support; but, as to our Spiritual 
or Immaterial Part, it can communi- 
cate nothing, for whatever is not con- 
nected with the Machine by Touch, 
muft be God’s immediate Deed. To 
make the Vames then a& out of Courle, 
or contrary to that Mechanifm which 
the Ancients knew they exercifed, was 
Miracle, and a full Demonftration of 
the Being and Attributes of the True 
Elohim. When Men loft the Know- 
ledge of Revelation, whether convey’d 
by Hieroglyphicks or Letters, each fell 
to make a Scheme for himfelf, and 
then Guefling, without Evidence, was 
firft called Reafoning: Imagination, 


once indulged, led Mortals into a Ls 
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byrinth of Errors, nor ceafed till it had 
filled them with Self-fufficiency, the 
wort of Poifons, and the thickelt men- 
tal Darknefs; out of which Maze there 
is no Clue to guide us but the infallible 
Records of Revelation. 

One, ignorant of the mechanical 
Powers in the Names, cannot pretend 
to acquire Knowledge otherways than 
by recurring to the Hebrew Words of 
Fehovah; to the Writings of Heathens, 
who were perpetually fluctuating and 
proping in the Dark; or to Experi- 
ments, liable to a thoufand Uncertain- 
ties. An Obfervator may look on the 
Pendulum of a Clock, fee its Depen- 
dence on the Wheels, and theirs on 
the Spring or Weight, but finally he 
muft own that the whole Motion de- 
pends upon the Mechanifm of the Airs: 
If he goes further, and gives a Loofe 
to Fancy, we fhall hear him raving of 
WVece fity, infinite Subftance and Space, 
(to form a Deus and afford hima Sen- 
forinm) eternal Morality, new Whims 
*n Religion, and forfooth new Worlds 
‘too. If fuch an one gets a Smattering 
in Greek, Latin, or Arabic Books, 
where he will find no Abfurdity unpa- 
tronized, he cannot mifs to be won- 
derfully rivetted in any Hypothefis he 
pleafes to allume ; hence he commences 
not only a Man of fuperior Sagacity, 
but -ganegcic learned, whofe Quota- 
‘tions are irrefiftible Authority to fuch 
as are indolent enough to take them off 
his Hand unexamined and upon Truft. 
The Bible is a bitter Pill to fwallow; 
it is incomparably lefs complaifant 
than Imagination, defcribes Man na- 
turally ignorant, foolifh and corrupt, 
and fhews that he can neither know 
any Thing of Importance without a 

_ Dire@or, nor do any Thing of himfelf 
to infure his own Felicity. 

No Naturalift, Iet his Parts be ever 
fo acute, can do more than fhew one 
fort of Matter moved or acted upon by 
another, and fo backward or forward, 
till.it be out of his Reach: Nothing 
but downright Folly or Atheifm can 
Jerd him to attribute any Properties 
to inanimate Atoms butSolidity,bound- 


,\ 
* 


ed by Surface and Figure, and liable 
Impulfe; but, to fay Matter can aq 
without Means or Contatt, or where jt 
is not prefent, is to advance Doétrine 
more fenfelefs, if poflible, than Trap. 
fub{tantiation. If, when he is non. 
plus’d, and he finds a Knot that bafflés 
his Skill, he callin a Deus to his af. 
fiftance, and make him a& arbitrarily ; 
that, without fpecial Evidence, is read. 
ing Nature backwards, flying to oc. 
cult Qualities, and turning Philofoph 

into ipfe dixit. Man without Revela. 
tion can be nothing but an Atheift, and 
without adhering to Senfe he muft be 
a Fool. We have heard much abont 
the Heathens worfhipping Demons, 
good or bad Genii, by thofe who knew 
not that the ames, Fire, Light, Spi- 
rit, were each what the Hebrew calls 
MELAC, an Angel or Agent, one of 
the Three Powers in the Air, (which, 
tho’ intrinfically good, are extremely 
hurtful, nay deftructive Beings, when 
mifapplied) and that thefe were the 
prime Objects of their Admiration: 
Mr gee has faid enough to cure 
a Miftake founded upon Fewi/h For- 
geries, which make the Cherubim in- 
telligent Spirits, in the Shape of Men, 
Birds, Montters, or in fhort any thing 
to evade the Truths; whence the Jo- 
mifh Church were deluded to believe 
Saints and Angels Interceffors; and 
Milton upon this has built his abomi- 
nable Farce, wherein, as has been jut: 
ly obferved, he takes the Devil for his 
Hero.

Hereas the carrying on and 
Improvement of the Britifh 


White Herring Fifhery is of great Im- 
ortance to thefe Kingdoms, as it may 
be of great Advantage to the Trade 
and Navigation thereof, and may be a 
Means of employing and providing for 
great Numbers of induftrious Poor, 
provided it be carried on with a fuffi- 
cient Stock, under proper Regulations, 
and reafonable Encouragement be gi- 
ven to fuch Perfons as are willing to 
carry it on; —therefore it 1s enacted, 
That it fhall be lawful for his Ma- 
jefty, by Letters Patent, to incorpo- 
rate Sir Samuel Pennant, Lord Mayor 
of London, Sir Fames Lowther, Baro- 
net, |‘the Names of Sixty-five more 
are infeited] and all Perfons, Bodies 
Politick and Corporate, who, in their 
own Right, or as Succeffors, Afligns, 
exc. of the original Proprietors, at a- 
ny Time hereafter fhall have any Share 
in the capital Sum of 500,000 /. here- 
in after mentioned, to be one Body 
politick and corporate, by the Name 
of The Society of the free Britifh 
Fifbery; to continue for Twenty-one

Continuation of the Account of Cardinal

Aving prepared my Cardinals 

Lodging in the great Caftle of 
the Town, and feen it furnifhed, my 
Lord had the one Half afsigned, and 
the King the other; in like Manner 
they divided the Gallery between them, 
m the Middle of which a ftrong Wall 
was made, with a Door and a Window, 
where the King and my Lord did often 
meet, and talk, and fometimes go one 
to the other. Madam Regent, the 
King’s Mother, lodged alfo in the 
Caftle, with all the Ladies and Gentle- 
women that attended her. 

Soon after came the Chancellor of 
France, a very witty Man, with all the 
King’s grave Counfellors, where they 
took great Pains daily in Confultation. 
My Lord Cardinal fell out with the 
Chancellor of France, laying to his 
Charge, that he went about to hinder 
the League which was before his Com- 
mg concluded upon, by the King our 
Sovereign Lord, and the French ing, 
st Mafter; and told him, it was not 
~d that fhould infringe the amiable 
nendhip; and if the Frexch King, 
his Mafter (being th fer Id 
fllow he g there pretent) wou. 
Con 1s (meaning the Chaneellor’s) 
ounfel, he fhould not fail, fhortly after 
's Return, to feel the Smart what it

be ngland; and thereof they fhould 

well affured. His bold Speech, and 
dock. pe cuntenance, made them all 
dee Ow to quiet him to the Council, 

as then departed in a great Fury. 
Ow here was fending, here was

coming, here was intreating, and here 
was great Submiflion and Interceflion 
made unto him, to reduce him to his 
former Communication ; who would in 
no ways relent, till Madam Regent 
came to him herfelf, who handled the 
Matter fo well that fhe brought him to 
his ufual Temper, and by that Means 
he brought all Things to pafs that be- 
fore he could not obtain, which was 
more out of Fear than Affection the 
French King had to the Matter in hand ; 
for now he had got the Heads of all 
the Council under his Girdle. 

The next Morning, after this Con- 
fliét, the Cardinal rofe about Four o’- 
Clock, to write Letters to Exg/and to 
the King, and continued writing tlk 
Four o’Clock in the Afternoon, with- 
out either eating or drinking; he com- 
manded one of his Chaplains to pre- 
pare him ready, who ftood in his Ve- 
ftures all the Time; after which he dif- 
patched one Chriffopher Gunner, King’s 
Serjeant, Poft to Exg/and with the Let- 
ters; then went to Mafs and Martins, 
and other Devotions with his Chaplains, 
as he was accuftomed todo ;. and then 
walked in a Garden for more than an 
Hour ; then faid the Evening Song, af- 
ter whieh he went to Dinner and Sup 
per, ard fo went to Bed. 

The next Night following, my Lord 
caufed a great Supper to be made, or 
rather a Banquet, for Madam Regent, 
and the Quéen of Navarre, and other 
noble Perfonages. At Supper was Ma 
dam Lewis, one of the Daughters ot 
Lewis, the laft King, whofe Sifter late- 
ly died: Thefe two Sifters were, by 
their Mother, Inheritors of the Dutchy 
of Bretagne. K. Francis, who had marri- 
ed oneof the Sifters,by which he had one 
Moiety of the faid Duchy, kept the faic 
Madam Lewis, the other Sifter, unmarti- 
ed, to the Intent the whole Dutchy might 
fall to him, or his Succeffor, acher Death. 

But now let us return to the Supper 
or Banquet, where all thofe noble Per- 
fonages were highly feafted. And in 
the midft of the faid Banquet, the Freac 
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fuddenly in, who took their Places in 
the loweft Part thereof: There was not 
only Plenty of fine Meats, but alfo much 
Mirth and Solace, as well in merry 
Communication, as alfo the Noife of my 
Lord’s Mufick ; who play’d there ail 
that Night fo cunningly, that the two 
Kings took great Delight therein, in{fo- 
much that the French King defired my 
Lord to lend them to him the next Night. 
After the Supper or Banquet ended, the 
Lords fell to dancing, amongft whom 
one Madam Fountaine had the Praife. 
Thus paffed they the moft Part of the 
Night before they parted. 

The next Day the King took my 
Lord’s Mufick, and went to a Noble- 
man’s Houfe, where was fome living 
Image, to whom he had vowed a Night’s 
Pilgrimage; and to perform his Devo- 
tion when he came there, which was in 
the Night, he danced and caufed others 
to do the fame, and the next Morning 
he returned to Champaigne. 

The King ordered that a wild Boar 
fhould be lodged for him in the Forreft, 
whither my Lord Cardinal went with 
him to fee him hunt; where the Lady 
Regent, with a Number of Ladies and 
Damicls, were ftanding in Chariots, 
looking on the To:l, Among the La. 
dies ttood my Lord Cardinal, to obferve 
the Hunting, in the Lady Regent’s 
Chanot. ihe King was in the Toil, 
with divers Ladies of France, ready 
furnifhed for the high and dangerous 
Enterprize of hunting this wild Swine. 
The King being in his Doublet and 
Hoje, all Cloth ot Sheep’s colour, rich- 
ly trimmed ; in his Slip a Brace of very 
great Greyhounds, who were armed, as 
their Manner is, to defend them from 
the Violence of the Beaft’s Tufks. The 
reft of the King’s Gentlemen, that were 
appointed to hunt, were likewife in their 
Doubles and Hote, holding each of 
them-a very tharp Boar's Spear. Then 
the King commanded the Keepers to 
uncouch the Boar; and that every Per- 
fon im the Toil thoald gotoa Standing, 
among whom were divers Gentlemen 
of England 
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The Boar prefently iffued out of }» 
Den, and being purfued by a Houng 
came into the Plain, where he ftaid b 
while, gazing upon the People ; and the 
Hound drawing near him, he efpied a 
Bufh upon a Bank: under the Buh lay 
two Frenchmen, who fled thither, think. 
ing there to be fafe ; but the Boar {mel- 
ling them, and thrufting his Head into 
the Buth, thefe two Men came away 
from thence, as Men fly from the Dan. 
ger of Death. 

The Boar was driven from thence by 
the Huntfmen, and run ftraight to one 
of my Lord’s Footmen, being a very 
tall Man; he had in his Hand an En. 
glife Javelin, with which he defended 
himfelf a great while, but the Boar con- 
tinued foaming at him, with his great 
Tufks; at lait the Boar broke his Ja- 
velin, fo that he was glad to draw his 
Sword, and therewith ftood upon his 
Guard, till the Hunters came and re- 
{cued him, and put the Boar once again 
to Flight ; who ran to another Gentle- 
man of Exg/and, one Mr Ratcliff, who 
was Son and Heir to Lord Fitzwalter, 
now Earl of Sufex, who, by his Boar's 
Spear, refcued himfelf. ‘There were 
many other Paflages, but I forbear Pro- 
lixity, and return to the Matter in hand. 

Many Days were fpent in Coufulta- 
tion, and ExpeGtation of Chrijtopher 
Gunner’s Return, who went Pot to 
England.

The Refort of Embaffa- 
dors out of France fhould be fuch 2 
great Number of Noblemen and Gentle- 
men, to confirm the fame, as hath not 
been feen heretofore, repair hither out 
of one Realm. 

By this Peace, thus concluded, there 
fhall be fuch an Amity between them of 
each Realm, and Intercourfe of Mer- 
chandize, that it fhall be feen to all Men, 
to be as one Monarchy. Gentlemen 
may travel from the oneCountry tothe 
other, for their Recreations and Plea- 
fure; and Merchants of either Country 
may traffick fateily, without Fear or 
Danger; fo that this Realm fhall ever 
after flourifh. 

Therefore may all Exg/i/bien well re- 
joice, and fet forth the ‘T’ruth of this 
Embafly in the Country. Now, my 
Mafters, I befeech you, and require 
you, in the King’s Behalf that you fhew 
yourfelves as loving and obedient Sub- 
jects in whom the King may much re- 
joice, &c. And fo he ended his Orati- 
on, and broke up the Court for that 
Time. 


CHAP XIV. 


Of the French Embaffador’s Entertain- 
agent and Difpatch. 
Ne the great long looked for 
Embaffadors are arrived, being in 
Number eight Perfons of the nobleft 
and moft worthy Gentlemen of all 
France 3; who were nobly received fromm 
Place to Place, and fo conveyed thro’ 
London, to the Bifhop'’s Palace in Se 
Paul’s Church- yard, where they were 
lodged; to whom divers Noblemen re- 
forted, and gave them noble Prefents 
(efpecially the Mayor of the City of 
London) {auch as Wines, Sugars, Beeves, 
Mutton, Capons, Wild Fow), Wax, 
and other neceflary Things in abun- 


dance, for the Expences of his Houfe. 
' They 
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They reforted to the Court, being 
then at Greenwich, on Sunday, and were 
received of the King’s Majefty, of 
whom they were entertained highly. 

They had a Commifsion to eftablifh 
our King’s Highnefs in the Order of 
France; to whom they brought, for 
that Intent, a Collar of fine Gold, with 
a Michael hanging thereat, and Robes 
appertaining to the faid Order; which 
were of blue Velvet, and richly em- 
broidered : wherein I faw the King pafs 
to the Clofet, and afterwards in the 
fame to Mafs. 

And, to gratify the Frexch King for 
his great Honour, he fent incontinently 
Englifh Noblemen, of the Order of the 
Garter, and Herald with the Garter, 
into France, to enftall the French 
King in that Order, with a rich Collar 
and Garter, and Robes according to. the 
fame; the French Embaffladors ftill re- 
maining here till the Return of the 
Engisife. 

All Things berg then determined 
and concluded cencerning the perpetual 
Peace, upon folemn Ceremonies and 
Oaths, contained in certain Inftruments 
concerning the fame, it was concluded 
there fhould be a folemn Mafs fung in 
the Cathedral Church of St Pau/ in Lon- 
don, by the Cardinal, the King being 
prefent at the fame in his Traverfe, to 
perform all Things determined. 

And, for the Preparation thereof, 
there was a Gallery from the Weft Door 
of St Pau/*s Church thro’ the Body of 
the fame, up to the Choir, and fo to the 
high Altar into the Traverfe. My Lord 
Cardinal prepared himfelf to fing the 
Mals, aflociated with 24 Mitres of Bi- 
fhops and Abbots, who attended him 
with fuch Ceremonies, as to him were 
then due, by his Legative Prerogative. 

After the la& Agnus, the King rofe 
out of the Traverfe, and kneeled upon 
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Bond for Security of the 
the faid perpetual Peace, Covenans 
That done. the King went acai: 
the Traverfe, this Mat whe ad 
which was folemnly fung by the Ch 
of the fame Church, and all the Kin 
Chapel. 
Then my Lord read the Articles 
Peace openly before the King and 
others, both Exgli and French; a 
there, in Sight of all the People, ¢ 
King put his Hand to the Gold § 
and fubfcribed with his own Hand, ; 
delivered the fame to the Grand Maf 


of France, as his Deed, who alfo dim 


the like. ‘That done, they depare 
and rode Home with the Cardinal, ar 
dined with him, pafling all the Day 
ter in Confultation of weighty Affai 
touching the Articles and Conclufion 
the faid Peace. 

Then the King departed to Gre 
wich, by Water; at whofe Departur 
it was concluded, by the King’s Devic 
that all the Frenchmen fhould remove 
Richmond, and hunt there; and fro 
thence to Hampton Court, and there t 
hunt likewife ; and the Lord Carding 
there to make a Banquet, or Supper, 0 
both ; and from thence they fhould rid 
to Windfor, and there hunt ; and afte 
wards return to the King, at Greenwic 
and there to banquet with him befo 
their Departure. 

This determined, they all departed « 
their Lodgings; then was there m 
more to do, but to prepare all Thing 
for the Entertainment of this great A 
fembly at Hampton Court, at the Tim

at i and Governor of the World, no 
. » hor Body of Men, can have any 
thority to make Laws con- 
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trary to his, nor to annex any Punifh- 
ments to the Breach of them, which 
he hath exprefly forbid. 

If it be alledged, that when Men 
enter into civil Societies, they may for 
their mutuai Benefit give up fome of 
their natural Rights, and agree to hold 
their Lives, Liberties and Properties 
upon certain Terms and Conditions, 
and to forfeit them upon the Breach of 
thofe Conditions; which Compact or 
Agreement, when voluntarily entered 
into, ought to oolipe the contratting 
Parties: and therefore, as every Man 
in this Nation, hath either in Perfon, 
or by his Reprefentatives, given his Af- 
fent to thofe Laws which punifh Rob- 
bery with Death, the afflicting fuch a 
Punifhment, upon the Offenders of thefe 
Laws, cannot be unjuft. 

To this it may be replied, that the 
great Author and Giver of Life is the 
fole Difpofer of it; and therefore, as 
no Man hath a Right to difpofe either 
of his own, or other Mens’ Lives, all 
Compacts or Agreements entered into 
for that Purpofe, muft of Confequence 
be null and void. 

If it be further urged, that every 
Man who robs, fins with his Eyes open, 
and knows the Penalty before-hand ; 
and therefore, if he commits the Crime, 
the Law is not to be blamed if he is 
hanged for it, fince it was done know- 
ingly and wilfully. 

To which I anfwer, that the Wil- 
fulnefs of a Tranfgreflion is not a futfi- 
cient Reafon for an Excefs of Punifh- 
ment; and therefore, if Laws ordain 
fuch Punifhment for Crimes as greatly 
exceed the Demerit of them, fuch Laws 
muft be blame-worthy: which brings 
me to the next Head, wherein I pro- 
pofe to fhew, 

That the taking away Mens’ Lives 
for Robbery is not warranted by the 
Reafon and Fitnefs of Things. ‘The 
Reafon of Things, or the Law of E- 
quity, requires, that Punifhments fhould 
be proportioned to the Crimes commit- 
ted: But, what Proportion is there be- 
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once Joft, is loft for ever, and a little 
Money, the Lofs of which may foon be 
recovered? Or is it fit and reafonable, 
that for afew temporal Goods, a mifera- 
ble Sinner fhould be for ever deprived 
of all Opportunities of Repentance, and 
Amendment, and hurried into an eter- 
nal World, with all his Crimes about 
him, as it is to be feared is the Condi- 
tion of moft of them? O cruel Juftice ! 
I heartily with that the Souls of thefe 
poor Wretches may not cry to Hea- 
ven for Vengeance againft us. This 
Severity, Iam perfuaded, hath been the 
Occafion of a great many Murders, 
which would not have been committed, 
if Robbery had not been made punifh- 
able with Death: for when Men know 
that they fhall be hanged for Robbery, 
and that they can be but hang’d for 
Murder, the Principle of Self-pre- 
ferva'ion will oftentimes prompt them 
to commit the one, in order to conceal 
the other. This likewife renders them 
defperate and bloody-minded, when 
they are under any Apprehenfion of be 

ing difcovered and taken. : 

I fhall conclude this Head with ob. 
ferving, that thofe Laws which make 
no Diftin@ion in the Punifhment of 
Crimes, fo vaftly different, as Robbery 
and Murder certainly are, cannot be a- 
greeable to the eternal and immutable 
Reafon of Things ; and therefore I can- 
not but wifh they were altered. 

And that the Punifhment annexed to 
Robbery was only to be Slavery, and 
Confinement to hard Labour for Life, 
or at leaft, until * fome Reftitation was 
made, and fome plain Signs of Repen- 
tance and Amendment appeared ; and 
that Perfons convicted of Murder, fhould 
not be executed by hanging them by the 
Neck; but that their Blood fhould be 
fhed by cutting off their Heads, as is 
practifed in Holland. ‘Thefe, I think, 
would be Punifhments more agreeable 
to the Laws of God, and the Reafon 
of Things; which require no more in 
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Cafe of Robber, than ample Refity, 
or perpetual Slavery: but in the ( 
of Murder, the Law of Gog gi, 
that + “ whofo fheddeth Man’; Bl } 
by Man his Blood fhould be thed.””

Capt. Innes’s Servant, who faw the Duel, fwore 
at the Trial, that he faw Capt. Clarke ftanding 
with his Piftol in his Hand, and Capt. Innes get- 
ting himfelf in a Pofture to be ready ; that they 
were about five or fix Yards afunder 5 that at 
the Report, Capt. Innes was then lifting up his 

_ Hand; that when he firft faw the Piftol pois’d 
in Capt. Clarke’s Hand, they were both ftock 
ftill ; and that as Capt. Innes was reaching out 
his Arm towards Capt. Clarke, Capt. Clarke fir'd 
his Piftol ; that his Mafter turned round at the 
Explofion of the Piftol, and dropt on his Left 
Knee ; that Capt. Innes did not fire at all ; (his 
Piftols were produced in Court both charged, and 
the Ball that was taken out of Capt. Innes’s Side) 
and that Capt. Clark’s Servant took the Piftols 
up, and gave them to the Deponent. That he 
bid the Deponent te]l every body that fhould en- 
quire about it, that Capt. Clarke behaved very 
well, but he did not think he behaved very ho- 
nourably ; for he took tull Aim at him, faying, 
he fired before he was ready. Edward Welton, 
Capt. Innes’s Landlord, fwore, About Eight at 
Night, he afked my Wife and I how we did, 
and bid us take Notice of what he faid, and de- 
clare it when afked by any: As he was a dying 
Man, he forgave Capt, Clarke with all his Heart, 
and all the World; faying, he behaved likea 
Gentleman, but fired too foon. My Wife afked 
him, how he could go to fight fuch a Gentleman 
as Capt, Clarke ; he faid, God's Will muft be 
done, tho’ he ftrove to take away my Life at the 
Court Martial, it is done now. The Reafon the 
had for afking that Queftion, was, that the heard 
from Capt. Innes, and others, that Capt. Clarke 
had fwore very hard at the Court Martial againft 
him, and alfo againft feveral other Captains. 

When Capt. Clarke was brought into Court 
to receive Judgment, he made the following 


Speech: ‘* My Lords, I am very fenfidte of 'he 
greak 
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Ereat Indulgence of your Lordthips, in this early 
paffing the Sentence of the Law upon me, tho’ 
it is the laft of all human Favours I could have 
received from your Lordfhips Hands. 

As the Jury, my Lords, were pleafed to thew 
their Compaffion to the Failings of humanNature 
in recommending me to the Royal Mercy, I hope 
there have appeared fome Circumftances in my 
Cafe, which may not render me altogether un- 
worthy the Recommendations of your Lordfhips 
alfo. 

Far, my Lords, fhall it be from me to endea- 
vour, by the Rules of Law, to juftify the Crime 
I have been convicted of ; nor can I exprefs the 
Affiition I am under, for that unfortunate Gentle- 
man, whofe Death has occafioned fuch Trouble 
to your Lordfhips, and Misfortune to myfelf : 
but if, thro’ the Mediation of your Lordfhips, the 
Royal Mercy fhall be extended to me, the Re- 
mainder of my Life fhall be employed in prevent- 
ing other Gentlemen from falling into thofe un- 
happy Circumftances I now appear in.””
